in 1927, scientific tests by the 
New York Times disclosed today. 


The same tests, however, failed 


Lo prove the ball should make 
fiome runs any easer today than 
34 years ago. "Interesting, but in- 
conclusive." was the scientists' 
verdict. 


The Times, spurred by talk that 


Ruth's great record was in jeop- 
ardy because of the "rabbit" in 
the modern baseball, decided to 
subject some baseballs of differ- 
ent eras to analysts. 


The job was given to a firm of 


consulting 
chemists 
and 
engi- 


neers, who spent a week putting 
the 
various 
baseballs through 


tests' in' laboratories and in New 
York's Central Park. 


The baseballs were 
measured 


with a caliper. The material was 
subjected to closest scrutiny and 
chemical examination. Some were 
dissected. All of thorn were given 
a battering by an explosive-driven 
ram. 


According to Robert W. Batey, 


the company's director of special 
evaluations, and Stephen E. Taub 
the firm's acting director of engi- 
neering, there was no concrete 
finding to show the modern base- 
ball differs appreciably from its 
predecessors of the last three dec- 
ades. 


The engineering firm 
tested 


seven balls—one of them a ball 
hit but Ruth in 1927, and a 193G 
ball autographed by the New 
York Giants, a I960 official Amer- 
ican League ball, a 19C1 Ameri- 
can League ball from the Yan- 
kees' collection and three official 
American League balls- bought in 
a local sporting goods store, 


All the balls arc made — and 


have been foi' years — by A. G. 
Spalding & Bros., Inc., whose
